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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

2. Claims 1-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by van der 
Lely (3720047) OR van der Lely (3721 077) OR Redriksen et al (4427090) OR 
Fredriksen (4421 188). 

The prior art discloses an agricultural machine which is capable of having a threshing 
rotor (see '047 patent, threshing drum 76; however other implements can also provided 
col. 1 or '047; and similarly in all other prior art cited), wherein the cab of the agricultural 
machine is positioned between at least a first position and a second position (col. 2, In 
66-67 of '047; but similarly in all other prior art cited), which agricultural harvester being 
fully operational since the cab does not pivot forward, but rather it maintains its upright 
position; the harvester's cab in the upper position is capable of being serviced, allows 
servicing the rotor (installation & removal) or other implement through the front of the 
vehicle; 

3. Claims 12-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by van 
der Lely (3720047) OR van der Lely (3721077). 
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The prior art discloses: the linkage system for raising & lowering contains at least 
four linkage bars (ref 50 of '077, ref 47 of '047) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 8-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over van 
der Lely (3720047) OR van der Lely (3721077). 

Lely ('047 or '077) prior art discloses the claimed device except for the method of 
installing or removing the rotor underneath the cab. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to know quite well how to install or remove a rotor when the cab is 
in the up position. 
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Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1 -14 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Chalupsky.
